Chicag o , Ju ly 15.™The .strike which 
has demo ralized the packing indu stry 
thro u g ho u t the co u ntry has no t y et 
been settled, bu t there are indicatio ns 
that it will so o n end by the adju st­ 
ment o f the difficu lties by arbitratio n. 
After a co nference which lasted all 
o f y esterday afterno o n, between the 
representativ es o f the packers and 
the o fficials o f the u nio ns, the emplo y ­ 
ers to day are waiting fo r an answer 
to a co u nter pro po sitio n which they 
su bmitted to Michael J. Do nnelly in 
reply to a statement o f the terms u po n 
which he wo u ld be willing to make a 
settlement. 
Mr. Do nnelly stated to ­ 
day that the co u nter pro po sitio n o f 
the packers will be rejected and that 
he will in tu rn piesent a co u nter pro p­ 
o sitio n. 
The hitch in the neg o tiatio ns is 
o v er the reinstatement o f the strikers. 
The u nio n demands that ev ery man 
who went o n strike shall be g iv en his 
o ld place befo re an ag reement to ar­ 
bitrate will be co nsidered. 
The pack­ 
ers declare that they will retain the 
men they hav e emplo y ed since the 
strike, and will take back the o ld men 
In the o rder in which they filo appli­ 
catio ns fo r ti.cir o ld po sitio ns. 
While the peace neg o tiatio ns are in 
pro g ress additio nal preparatio ns are 
being made by the packers at the 
y ards fo r a lo ng sieg e. 
The packers, 
ho aring that effo rts were h^ing made 
to indu ce tlie railro ad men who are 
members o f u nio ns to refu se to handle 
su pplies fo r the plants where the men 
are o n strike, are bu sy pu tting in 
g reat sto cks o f co al sho u ld the rail­ 
ro ads attempt to sto p their su pply . 


Polic e Ca lle d Re inforc e me nts . 
Rio ting co mmenced in the sto ck­ 
y ards last nig ht and o ne man, Alfo nso 
Andru lis, was sho t in tne left sho u lder 
by the po lice. 
He is no t fatally in­ 
ju red. 
The incidents leading u p to 
the sho o ting o f Andru lis co mmenced 
when a party o f strikers met a de­ 
tachment o f po lice u nder the co m­ 
mand o f Lieu tenant Mo o re o n Pau lina 
street near 45th street. 
£ )ne o f the 
cro wd hu rled a sto ne at the o fficers 
and was at o nce placed u nder arrest. 
The po lice started to ward the statio n 
with their priso ner when his co mpan­ 
io ns attacked them with sto nes. 
Sev ­ 
eral v o lley s o f these had been thro wn 
when the po lice drew' their rev o lv ers 
and fired sev eral sho ts at the cro wd. 
Andru lis fell with a bu llet thro u g h 
his sho u lder and his co mpanio ns fled. 
Andnnis and the man first arrested 
were taken by the po lice to the sta­ 
tio n, which in a few minu tes was su r­ 
ro u nded by a cro wd o f sev eral hu n­ 
dred men, wo men and ho y s. The tem­ 
per o f the cro wd was u g ly , and fo r a 
time it lo o ked as tho u g h they wo u ld 
attempt to sto rm the statio n. 
Calls 
were sent fo r reinfo rcements, and in 
h sho rt time sev eral patro l wag o ns 
filled with o fficers fro m o ther statio ns 
came o n the scene. 
The cro wd re­ 
fu sed to g iv e way and the o fficers 
were co mpelled to fig ht their wray 
thro u g h to the staticn do o rs. 
A line o f o fficers was at o nce drawn 
u p in fro nt o f the statio n, and after 
a sho rt time the cro wd dispersed. An­ 
o ther fig ht o ccu rred at Marshfield av e­ 
nu e and 45th streets, wrhere a mo b 
attacked a squ ad o f po licemen with 
bricks. 
Sev eral o fficers were inju red 
slig htly and they were co mpelled to 
disperse the mo b with their clu bs. 
Sev eral o ther fig hts to o k place du ring 
the ev ening alo ng Marshfield av enu e, 
bu t no bo dy was serio u sly hu rt. 


Wo rk Resu med o n Limited Scale. 
Kansas City , Ju ly 15.—Fo u r o f the 
six lo cal packing plants hav e resu med 
killihg o n a llmito d scale, and the 
manag ement at each say they will in­ 
crease their effo rts. 
The different 
plants each hired io nic new men and 
assert that many mo re will he em­ 
plo y ed. 
On the o ther hand, 200 bo x * 
makers, co o pers and labo rers hav e 
g o ne o u t and the u nio n o fficers say 
that 1,000 men hav e jo ined ihe strik* 
era in the past fo rty -eig ht ho u rs.

su med killing here to day with 400 
wo rkmen.

There are three different theo ries 
adv anced, the self-destru ctio n, m u r­ 
der by ro bbers and mu rder by hu s­ 
band; The latter is sco n ted by nearly 
ev ery o ne, especially by the wife’s rel­ 
ativ es, 
who assert 
that there was 
nev er a mo re peaceable family . 
Star- 
bu ck went thro u g h a three ho u rs’ 
sweating pro cess y esterday , hu t no th­ 
ing 
o f 
incriminating 
character is 
tho u g ht to hav e resu lted. 
A y o u ng man in the v icinity o f the 
mu rder by the name o f Vance is u nder 
su rv eillance, it 
hav ing been estab­ 
lished that he passed the residence o f 
the u nfo rtu nate family fo u r times o n 
that nig ht. 
He admit« hav ing passed, 
bu t g iv es his reaso n fo r so do ing . 
So me o f tin? peo ple interested in 
ferreting o u t the mu rder fav o r a spec­ 
ial g rand ju ry , bu t the sheriff and 
pro secu to r, it is said, do no t.

The 
who le thing is a lie fro m start to fin­ 
ish and was written in Chicag o and 
nev er sent o v er the wires fro m New­ 
castle. 
To peo ple her# it is ridicu ­ 
lo u s, ev en fu nny , bu t to a reader re­ 
mo v ed fro m the scene and with no 
o ther means o f info rming himself at 
hand, the tiling is believ ed and a re­ 
flectio n is cast o n Henry citizenship. 
The article referred to appeared u nder 
the big head reading , “ Mo b Cheated, 
Sheriff in Wild Ride Sav es Mu rder 
Su sjHict. ’ ’ 
The article then g o es o n 
to say : 
“ Haley Gipe, twenty -two y ears o ld, 
accu sed o f the bru tal mu rder o f Mrs. 
William Starbu ck and her three-y ear- 
o ld child, is at hist safely ho u sed in 
o ne o f the stro ng est Jails in Indiana, 
after o ne o f the mo st sensatio nal fig hts 
ev er wag ed to sav e the life o f a pris­ 
o ner. ’ ’ 
Gijie’s arrest was qu ietly made and 
Sheriff Christo pher 
had no “ wild 
ride” and no “ sensatio nal fig ht to 
sav e the life o f the priso ner. ” 
The article g o es o n to say : “ Chris­ 
to pher knew that he co u ld sav e Gipe 
o nly thro u g h strateg y and requ ested 
the leaders to fo rbear u ntil he had se­ 
cu red a co nfessio n fro m the priso ner. 
In the meantime he telepho ned his 
ho u se and had his fastest team hitched 
to a lig ht rig . 
Then he to o k Gipe 
into his co nfidence. 
“ I do n’t kno w' whether o r no t y o u 
are g u ilty o f this crime,” said the 
Sheriff, ’’bu t if y o u are I’d like to see 
y o u hang ed, bu t no t by this cro wd. 
1 
want the law' to ro il its co u rse, and if 
y o u do as I to ll y o u a fair trial will 
be y o u rs. 
Do ju st as I tell y o u and 
y o u will escaiH? this mo b that is plan­ 
ning to kill y o u . ” 
“ Christo pher left the jail by the 
rear do o r after disg u ising Gipe and 
telling o ne o f the depu ties to let the 
alleg ed mu rderer o u t at a sig nal lie 
wo u ld g iv e. 
The y o u ng man, in spite 
o f his fears, fo llo wed instru ctio ns and 
fo u nd the sheriff aw'aiting him at the 
ro adside in his rig . 
Gipe was no 
so o ner 
seated in than Christo pher 
heard a sho u t 
fro m the jail that 
warned him o f the appro ach o f the 
mo b. 
He whipped his ho rses into a 
g allo p, heading fo r New Castle. 
A 
po sse o f fu rio u s farmers pu rsu ed o n 
ho rseback, 
bu t 
Christo pher’s 
fast 
steeds so o n o u tstripped them.” 
The fo reg o ing will be read 
with 
interest at Greensbo ro . 
At first they 
will lau g h and think it a g o o d jo ke, 
then will co me the realizatio n that it 
casts a slu r o n the law-abiding citi­ 
zens o f the to wnship and is an in­ 
ju stice and an o u trag e.

The o ldest child o f 
Mr. and Mrs. Jelly is bu t 17 y ears 
o ld. 
Mr. Jelly is 40 y ears o ld and his 
w ife 8 8 , and the two are as happy o v er 
the arriv al o f the last member o f the 
family as they w'ere when the first 
w 
W ' 
made his appearance. 
So many no ti­ 
ficatio ns hav e been sent to President

He had been ill fo r a mo nth past and 
last Mo nday lo st co nscio u sness 
His 
dau g hter and so n-in-law were at hi» 
bedside when the end came 
He nev ­ 
er reco g nized them after lo sing co n 
sc'o u sness o n Mo nday . 
After death the bo dy was immedi­ 
ately embalmed, and the remains will 
bo placed in a tempo rary v au lt, pend­ 
ing the resu lt o f applicatio n to Great 
Britain *o r permissio n to take the 
bo dy to the Transv aal fo r final inter­ 
ment.

General Bo tha has o rdered that all 
the Bo ers shall wear mo u rning u ntil 
after the fu neral, which it Is ex pected 
will be attended by representativ es o f 
ev ery district o f the Transv aal.

GRASPING m T STRAW S 


Russians Eager to Give Credence to 


Rumor of Jap Repulse. 
St. Petersburg, July 15.—The peo ­ 
ple o f St. Petersburg are in a happy 
fram e o f mind. 
The absence o f a dis­ 
patch fro m Lieutenant General Sto es- 
sel, co mmander o f the military fo rces 
at Po rt Arthur, regarding the repo rted 
disaster to the Japanese last Sunday 
night is generally attributed to the 
delay in co mmunicating to o fficials 
Private dispatches received In St. 
Petersburg fro m Russian fo rces in 
the far East co nfirm the repo rts fro m 
Mukden and Chefo o . 
Acco rding to a 
usually reliable so urce the Japanese 
lo sses were 2,800 and the Russian 
lo sses 1,800. 
The city rem ains in a ferm ent o f 
ex citem ent and ex tras, are eagerly 
bo ught up in the ho pe o f finding the 
lo ng-ex pected dispatch fro m General 
Sto essel. 
One dispatch has arrived, 
ho wever, which has tended so mewhat 
to dampen the enthusiasm. 
This was 
a dispatch fro m Ta Tche Kiao co m­ 
m unicating an undated dispatch fro m 
Po rt Arthur received there July 13. 
It did no t mentio n the assault o r the 
repulse, but it is quite po ssible that 
the dispatch was sent fro m Po rt Ar­ 
thur earlier than July 10, so that it 
canno t be fairly regarded as co ntra­ 
dicto ry evidence. 
It is quite certain up to this date 
that there is no dispo sitio n in any 
quarter in St. Petersburg to questio n 
the truth o f the news. 
There is a 
general co nvictio n that if Vicero y Al- 
ex ieff decided to co mmunicate the re­ 
po rt to the general staff it must be 
true. 
The war o ffice had so me hesita­ 
tio n In giving o ut the dispatch o wing 
to Its dubitative wo rding. 
It is co n­ 
trary to the custo m o f the war o ffice 
to publish statem ents made with such 
reserve as Vicero y Alex ieff tho ught 
fit to ado pt. 
The rejo icing In the Russian capi­ 
tal is increased by a fo reign dispatch 
co nfirming the Japanese reverse. 
The 
questio n is eagerly asked if the Rus­ 
sians to o k advantage o f the Japanese 
disco mfiture to fo llo w up the blo w and 
inflict a crushing defeat with po ssibly 
the capture o f the siege guns. 
The 
news 
that 
the 
Vladivo sto k 
cruisers and to rpedo bo ats were o ut 
again filled the Russian cup o f jo y 
to o verflo wing. 
The retreat fro m Yinko w and per­ 
haps fro m Ta Tche Kiao do es no t 
weigh in the balance. 
Peo ple who 
had begun to grumble at General Ku- 
ro patkin are inclined under the influ­ 
ence o f the news fro m Po rt Arthur to 
take the o ppo site view, which is also 
vo iced by a trained military ex pert, 
who say s the retreat fro m Kai Cho u 
was a m asterpiece in tactics. 
This 
ex pert sees in Kuro patkin’s strategy 
the flawless carry ing o ut o f military 
science, a departure fro m which wo uld 
have precipitated disaster. 
In this 
light 
General 
Baro n 
Stakelberg’s 
march appears to have been a stro ke 
o f genius since he kept in co ntact 
with the enemy , prevented a juncture 
o f the Japanese plana bo th in the 
no rth and so uth o f tho Liao Tung pe­ 
ninsula. 
The transfer o f General Ku­ 
ro patkin’s staff to Ta Tche Kiao and 
the appearance o f great activity there 
bluffed the Japanese into devo ting all 
their attentio n to that quarter, leav­ 
ing the mo re valuable line fro m Liao 
Yang to Mukden alo ne. 
Even if there be no battle at Ta 
Tche Kiao o r Hal Cheng the Russians 
are no w lo o king fo rward with entire 
co nfidence 
to 
the 
co ncentratio n o f 
General K uro patkln’s fo rces aro und 
Liao Yang, which will mark the suc­ 
cessful term inatio n o f the first stage 
o f his o anapaign.
